New York, Apr. 17.—General 
Motors sales abroad of car and 
truck units, from all sources, for 


the first quarter of 1934 totaled 
39,616 units, an increase of 79 
per cent over the total for the 
corresponding period of 1933, and 
an increase of 83 per cent over 
| the total for the first quarter 
| of 1932, it was learned today. 
The March results, reflecting 
a continuation of the vigorous 


upward trend which has been in 
evidence since the spring of 1933, 
were at the highest level of any 
month since May, 1930, it was 
said. The total of 18,106 units

Appraisal Under the ( ode! 


HROUGH attendance at dealer 

meetings it has become more 
and more apparent to us that en- 
tirely too many dealers are de- 
pending upon their code books in | 
appraising used cars taken in in 
trade. No dealer should overlook 
the fact that the Official Used | 
Car Guide is just exactly what its 
name implies—a guide. 

In many cases we have heard 
of dealers who no longer are in- 
terested in the condition of the) 
cars they buy but refer to the 
code book to find its value and

The code book 
can, however, establish by the law 
of averages, the safe maximum 
price that a dealer may pay for 
a car of a given age and model | 
in perfect condition. 

From this point on the dealer) 
must exercise his own good judg- | 
ment. When a maximum price | 
has been set it does not mean 
that this price is the least he can 
pay. He, the dealer, must judge 
the value of the car offered to 
him. He cannot pay over the} 
code allowance but he is not re- 
quired to, and by all rules of com- 
mon sense, should not pay the 
maximum price allowable for a 
car if, in his opinion, the car in 
question would not bring the 
maximum allowance price when 
he came to resell it. The process 
on appraisal must continue just 
as it was carried on before the 
code became effective. The only 
purpose in setting a maximum 
allowance was to protect the 
dealer whose better judgment, 
even before the code, prevented 
him from giving over allowances 
from the unscrupulous or brain- 
less dealer who would give away 
his profit to make a new car sale. 

From the standpoint of selling 
there is still another factor. If 
the dealer refers only to his Used 
Car Guide for the price of a used | 
car the buyer reaction is likely to 
be serious in the case of the buyer 
who has taken good care of his 
car. Such a man should at least 
be shown the courtesy of having 
his car, of which he is justly 
proud, inspected by the dealer 
from whom he is buying a new} 
ear. If the dealer does not make | 
such an inspection he is likely 
also to be victimized by the buyer | 
who never takes care of his car. 
As we said back in October, there 
is a danger of the maximum used 
car allowance price becoming the 
minimum allowance given. This 
would defeat the purpose of the 
code and work hardship on all 
dealers. A used car must not be | 
taken in at a price in excess of | 
what the dealer actually believes | 





it is worth, regardless of what 
the book says with, of course, the 
understanding that the price can- 
not be greater than the maximum 
fixed in the Official Used Car 
Guide.

Washington, Apr. 17.—Proposed 
codes of fair competition for four 
industries supplementary to the 
code for the Automotive Parts 
and Equipment manufacturing 
industry, approved Nov. 8, 1933, 


will be given public hearing here 
Apr. 25, the NRA _ announced 
today. 


The four divisions of the in- 
dustry are: the carburetor man- 
ufacturing group; the wheel and 
rim manufacturing group; the 
automotive radiator manufactur- 
ing group, and the automotive 
gasket manufacturing group. 

All four industries are repre- 
sented by the Automotive Parts | 
and Equipment Mfgs., Inc. The 
supplementary codes adopt with- 
out reservation the wage, hour 
and labor provisions as well as 
the general administrative set-up 
of the basic code and individually 
provide for group administration 
and fair trade practices. 

Hearings on the proposed codes 
of fair competition for two 
groups supplementary to the code 
for the Parts and Equipment 
manufacturing industry have been 
scheduled for Apr. 26.

32% of Gas Cost Tax 


St. Louis, Apr. 17.—According 
to L. van Eeghen, vice-president 
of the Shell Petroleum Corp., the 
average American motor-vehicle 
user spent approximately $93 for 
gasoline in 1933, of which $30, or 
32 per cent, went for Federal and 
State gasoline taxes.

Registrations 


To Hit 175,000 


Detroit, Apr. 17.—With reports 
available from 16 states, repre- 
senting 20.62 per cent of the 
United States, R. L. Polk & Co., 
in its weekly survey of automo- 
bile registrations, today estimated 
March passenger car sales in 
the entire country will approxi- 
mate 175,000 units. 


The estimate of 175,000 units, 
Polk reported, compares with 
total registrations of 92,000 cars 
in March, 1932, and with 200,841 
units in March, 1931. In March, 
1933, a total of 78,741 passenger 
cars were registered in the 
country. 


In the 16 states from which 
March reports have been re- 
ceived, passenger car sales totaled 
36,102 units, Polk reported, a gain 
of 95.7 per cent over February 
of this year, when 18,447 units 
were registered in these same 
16 states. This figure also repre- 
sented a gain of 125.17 per cent 
over registrations in the same 
states in March, 1933, when 16,033 
units were registered. 


The March estimate for truck 
and commercial car sales in the 
United States was placed at 
34,000 units, on the basis of re- 
ports from 16 states showing 
registration of 8,386 units during 
March. The total of 8,386 units 
compared with 5,535 registered 
in the same states last month— 
a gain of 51.51 per cent—and with 
2,481 units registered in March of 
1933, or a gain of over 238 per 
cent. 


If the 34,000 unit estimate is 
established by continued regis- 
trations, commercial car regis- 
trations for March of this year 
will exceed registrations for the 
same month in 1931.

Code Agreements 


Portland, Ore., Apr. 17.—Prac- 
tically all of the car dealers of 
Oregon are now operating under 
supplementary Agreements for 
enforcement of their Code. Un- 
der these Agreements, all based 
on a suggested form prepared for 
the Automobile Dealers’ Assn, of 
Portland, Code Agreement com- 
mittees assess fines for Code vio- 
lations. These fines range from 
$10 for a salesman’s offer to vio- 
late without the knowledge of 
employer or an executive of his 
company to $200 more than the 
gross profit involved in a new 
car deal. 

“The local Agreement is affect- 
ing speedy Code compliance 
where reliance on _ prosecution 
sometime in the distant future 
might produce chaotic condi- 
tions in the intervening period,” 
reports Roy O. Burnett, chair- 
man of the Oregon State Advisory 
Committee. 

“A local Agreement is a legal 
document binding signatories to 
full and complete Code observ- 
ance and to pay any fines that 
may be fixed by the Code Agree- 
ment Committee, which in most 
cases in our jurisdiction is the 
Code Executive Committee,” ex- 
plains Burnett. “There is an ap- 
peal from the decision of the 
Committee to the members of 
the Agreement and members of 
the Committee may be recalled 


by a two-thirds vote of those 
present at a meeting called for 
the purpose.”
